bout-half Seas'over, the Dxrch Fleet Was diſcovered, and 

about five in the Afternoon paſſed by Dover, ſteering a: 

Channel Courſe Weſtward, the Wind-at Eaſt, North-. 
Eaſt, a very freſh Gale, when on. the.ſame. day the Sva/low, an. 
Engliſh Ship, Commanded by Captain <Ayimer,brought into the 
Downs a Fly-boat, a Tender to the Dutch Fleet, having on Board 
4 Companies of Foot: of Colonel Pabington's Regiment, Com- 
manded by. Majr Collambine,and had notice that His Highneſs the 
Prince of Orange was on.Board the Fleet that ſer Sail from the 
Gore. on the. of in the Afternoon : And on the 5:h, of 
November, about 9 of the Cl. ck in the M1rmivg the Fleet, upon 
checlearing up ot the Weather, appeared off PAmourh, conſiſting 
of fix hundred thirty five men of War, Fly-boats, Pinks and Fire- 
ſhips, asthe Account Printed in Head mentions, vs. Sixty five 
men of War, five hundied Fly-boars, ſixty Pinks, and ten Fire- 
ſhips; tbe Army on Board bciag according to the ſaid-account, ten 
thouſand ſix hundred "ninety ewo Fuot, and three thouſand fix 
huncred ſixty Horſe, tho' ſince we have found an Additional num- 
ber,and fo they proceeded ro Land, having -likewiſe had a ſinall 
Pink taken by Captain Haftinges, Commander of the /Yoolwich, be. 
low Hole- Haven {cparated trom the Fleet,and containing on Board | 
only an-incon{iderable. number as alſo a Fiſher-boat wuh twenty / 
faur Horſe. 

By this time. His Highnefs having Zandcd. his Men at Tor- 
þ4y and 'other places, after a Retreſhment, marched towards the 
City of Exezer; which wichourt any oppoſition received him with 
many.demonſtrations of Joy, He catexing that City in-much 
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Splendor, and with the loud Huzza's and Shouts of the Peo- 
ple, the Bells Ringing, andthe Boyefires at night flaming in 
every Street; yetthe Biſhop retiring, and the Mayor not being 
alcogethcr ready to.comply with his Highne(s*s Commands, Or- 
ders were taken (or the ſecurity of that City, and ſuch as had 
Shooes,and other neceflaries convenient for the Army,wereordered 
ro bring them 1n, and, receive Money for them at Marketable 
Ratcs, 4ndhere it was that His Highneſs's Declaration, relating 
His Inten:ions for the preſervation of the Proteſtant Religion, 
8nd Redrefſing the Grievances of the Nation, by removing Evil 
Coun'ellors, exe. was publiſhed, more eſpecially publickly Read, 
And ſundry Perſons Liſted themlelves under. His Highnels, to 
whom Arms were given and diſtributed 3 and for the better Con- 
venience of the Artillery , eſpecially in Zanding, it was con- 
veyed in the Ships that bio jght it cut of ZZolland, to Trpſhans, 
together with the Carriages there, beingLanced, in order to be 
brought to the Army, 

The Prince (till continuing 1n Exeter, Dr. Burnet read His High- 
neſs's Declaration in the Cathedral, and PreacheJ there, being 
atte: ded by a numerous Auditory, people crowding from all 
parts to ſce and hear him: And Rebert Ferguſon preached in the 
;igreat Meeting Houle. 

Immediately after theſe TranfaRions, we had News thatthe 
Lord Lovelace, going to the Prince with «bout ſeventy 'Horſe, 
very well Armel1 and Appointed, was ſtopped in Cereencefter by 
the Militiz of thoſe parts, but not willing to ſubmit himlelt, a Dil- 
pute enlued, in which divers were kiiled, 2nd his Lordſhip at 
that time ſecured, by the Order of the Duke of Beaufort, with 
divers others taken at the ſame time. 

Soon after this theLord Cornbury,with divers of the Forces under 
his Command, wear over to His Higl:ineſs the Prince of Orange, 
together wi h Colon:] Langſfon Commander of the Regiment of 
St. « Mliaps ; lo that at this time, the greater prrt of three Re- 
giments of Herie 2nd Dragoons cipo led the Princes Intereſt. 
Uj 5 notice of wich 4or the $6 Id:ers betig: obterving them- 
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ſelves in the Countries where tiey Marched, the King publiſh- 
ed an Order for their good Bchaviour, and paying their Quar- 
ters, &c.. under a Reitriction both to Soldiers and Othcers, as 
alſo by what means, or to whom the [njured Parties ſhould have 
Recourſe f.r their Redreſs, incaſe they found themlelves aggriev- 
ed, together with other Proclamations and Orders, too tedivus to 
Incert in this Relation, ec. 

The next material News.we received, was, That the Dutch Fleet was di- 
lgently keeping the Coaſt, & the Eng/sſh- Fleet, under the Commaud of the 
Ford Dartmonth, was plying off Portſmouth, at Eaſt South-Eaſt, the Wind 
blowing very hard at South, but with no diſpolition tending to an Ingage- 
ment:; which appeared by ſeveral of. the latter ſoowafter coming into a 
Harbonx. 

On the 1 9th. of Nozemb..inr the Evening, the King approached Salzsbrry,, 
and was met about a Mile from thence by the Principal Officers of his Ar- 
my, who had Qyartered. his Forces in thoſe parts ; as.alfo by the Mayor 
and Aldermen in. their Formalities, who waitcd uporr him to the Biſhops: 
Pallace, appointcd for his Lodging. Soon aftcr this, we hacl an account of 
the Lord Dalameers declaring for the Prince of Orange and preſervation of 
the Eſtabliſhed Religion and Laws,, tc. ' Exhorting his Tennants and. 
Friends to joyn with lym, appotating his Randezvous upon Boddo Downs, 
where he-accordingly mot with a numerous Concourſe or Attendance, well 
Armed and appointed with the promiſe of greater Aſſiſtance. in. Men: and. 
Money , his number ſti:\ ercreating, 3" 

The Prince of Orange having ſecured the Weſtern parts as far ashe had 
advanced, leayifig, Fxccr, zdvanced with his Army, who by this time-en- 
creaſed by the coming in of nst only the.Commons,, but of divers of the 
Nobility and Gentry, left E.xerer, a great parTof his Forces being advan- 
ced a con{iderable March before. him : And on the 20th. of- November, the 
King Exhibited. a Proclamation for- the Pardon-for thoſe that were. gone: 
ever to his Highneſs the P. of, Orange they returned, with Conditions: and. 
ſoon after a Skirmiſh happenecl near Harmizſter, wherein divers were kill- 
ed, and others-taken Priſoners, Qt, | 

Ou the 26 of Novemb. the:Kiry having left Salrsbury, returned to Whites. 
Fall, and Collonel Skelton was appointed Lieutenant.ofthe Tower : And on. 
the 28 the Lord Chancellor had Oxders,by the .iags Special Command, to - 
tfue out Writs for the callms a F.tiament , , to Sis on the 1 5.of February, 
. 1688; and purſuant thereto,  I{ſued-out his Proclamation, bearing Date 

the.30 of November. Whillt things hapned, the Durch Fleer at Sea, ſet up- 
ens french Men of.War, and took thace of thein, linking the other: two : 
T And: 
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And ſoon after, the French King Proclaimed War aeainft the States of the 
United Proviaces; Commanding his Subjects to fall upon them with Fire and - 
Sword; inſomuch, that they proceeded to burn ſeveral Villages upon the 
Frontiers; but had their Progreſs in that nnchriſtian-Kke undertaking,by 
the advance of the Dutch Forces, and a ſadden Innndation' of Waters. 

And now his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Denmark, going over to the 
Prince of Orange, her Royal Highneſs withdrew in private, to the no ſinall 
Conſternation of the Court, leaving her Reaſons for her ſodoing : And di- 
vers Lords being up in Arms in-the North, ſeized upon the City and Caftte 
of Tork, making the Governonr Priſoner, and difarming,- according tothe 
<tatnte in that caſe provided, all Papiſts in thoſe parts; with whom, the- 
Lientenant-Governour of Hull, concurring, he fo contrived it, thatdraw- 
ing the Townſ-men, a good part of the Garrifon, and many of. the Sea- 
men, to ſide and take part with him, he not only ſeized the Governonr of 
that ſtrong and Impotent Garrifon-Town, but ſecured the place for the In-- 
tereſt of the Prince of Orange; making all the conſiderable Papilſts Priſou-- 
ers, and turning out ſuch as were of no Power or Eſteem; to 1hift for Ha-- 
| bitations elſewhere : And the Lord Molenex, a Popiſh Lord; who was up in" 
Arms in thoſe parts, was obliged toRetire ,. npon notice 'of the General 
Concurrence of the Northern Counties, with the Proteſtant Lords, then it: 
Arms for the defence of the Laws and Religion, tr. 

The Lord Lovelace, after his being ſarprizcd and taken'at Cerexcefter,, 
was carryed to Gloceſter, and there confined as a Priſoner for ſome rime ; 
but the Sheriff, by Order, as we had it Credibly reported from the King,. 
being about to remove him, ant the people of thoſe parts getting notice of: 
it, came in in ſuch numbers, that he found himſelf incapable of doing it :- 
And whilſt the matter was delayed, ſ6me Troops of Horſe of: the. Prince's. 
party Advanced and catred the Town, fo that his Lordſhip was intirely: 
ſet at Liberty, and went ſoon after to wait upon the Prince, who advanced: 
by flow Marches, towards Lniic.on. 

The Proccedings being, thus far advanced, the Mobile, in moſt confide-- 
rable Towns, as:well in the North as the Weſt, got togerher, and pulled: 
down or defaccd,the Poptiin Chapels and Maſ&-Houſes, burning or carryin 
away the Trinkets and Superititzons Trumpery; and defaced the Houſes of; 
many noted Papilts, as well Refident. as Abſent. 

The King hearing of thele Procecdings, and that a-party of his Forces; 
had been worſted near Twyfo-d, by an Advance party. of the Princes,on the: 
g of December, and in the Diſpute, behde the gaining of the paſs, a conſide-- 
rable number of Scorch and 1/iſh thatrweretos far Advanced, killed ; and! 
that the Nobility and Gentry dayly fell away from him, he calle&aCoun+ 
cil on the 1.2 of December, to Auvife what was beſt.to be done, the. out 
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having that morning about 10 of theClock, privately withdrew her ſeif,to- 
gether with the Child and his Nurſe, and, as we fidce hear, 1s arrived in 
France. The Debates of the Council continued a conſiderable time z; and 
altho? ſeveral Lords had been appointed to wait on the Prince, with Pro- 
poſals of Accomodations and Right Underſtanding ; yet upon the breaking 
up of this Council, the King about Two of the Clock in the morning, 
thought fit, privately to withdraw himſclf, which as ſoon as known, cau- 
ſed a great Conſternation in the Court; and made, eſpecially the Jeſuits 
and Pricſts, ſcamper all manner of ways to providefor their ſafety : And 
the Proteſtant Lards who where then in Town, had no ſooner notice of it, 
but they afſemabled at I/2e-1Zz7, and there of ſome conſideration. what 
was molt Expedient to be done in ſo Eracrgent a juncture of Aﬀairs, they 
Adjourned to the Gzil4-Hall of the City of London, wicre they continued 
till about Three in the Afternoon ; the Court of Aldermen and Common 
Council being likewiſe aſſembled,v-hether their Lordihips ſent forCollonel 
Beni! Skelroz, the Lieutenant of the Tower, and cauſed him to Reſign the 
Trult and power ot that Important Citadel, into the Herds of the Lord 
Lycas: Aud before they depait:d, drew up tireir Declaration; + hat 
ſecirg the Kivg was gene, rd the Government in ſo great a Emergency 
and Danger. they t! cught fit to concur with the Prince c: Oragetor pre- 
ventirg thcſe Acciderts and Misſortunes that might Inſue upon the Kings 
withdiawhg himC-lf, &&. This being done, an« the Lords Geparnch, 
the Lo:d Mayorand Aldermen (2t in tie Mayo s Court, the Common 
Councei being there aliembled, ap drew up an Addreſs of Ttanks ro 
his Highne's tor his care of the Government, &f: Voting that it ſhould 
ſuldenly be preſented to him , and four Aldermen, tog-ther with eight 
Commoners, were {int to viait upon him, a'd to invite him tothe Ciry ; 
and aliho? great care was taken by the Frain:d Ba gg aid Civil Officers, 
yet that day, towards the Ev ninz, the Rabbl: got together in prodigis 
ous numbers, and pulled do'yn the Maſs: Houſes in St, Jonrs's, Lime- reet, 
Lincolns-Inn-ficlds, and Plund-red the Spaniſh Ambaſſadovrs Lodyings, and 
OW Hill's Pri: ting-Houſe, burning and carriing away the Guods, AC. 

On ihe 13th, of December w2 had the News of the Di-landing the 
Kings Army by the Earl of Fevyerſh.:m 4 and the I org Chincll-r being 
taken in Wapping, was brought bcf:re the Lord Mayer of the City of 
London, and trom thence carried to the Tomy, whe' ber a Commitment 
was ſent by the Lords at Vhj e-Hultoſe ure him, and the next day no- 
tice was given that the King was diſcover d nczr Feyverſham, in a VelF.l, 
i! tending to pa's the Se s, w-c:tcnpon fume Lerils were immediately 
diiparhed ro wa't 5pon His Majeity, to in :cat him ty retuin rohis 
Royz! paliare, &7, wink Intreaty fo (4; p- eyailed, that on $.9/-y the 
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6th of December he came throngh by City 1n his Coach, attended by a 
ſplendid Train of Nobles and FIT a all manner of Reſpect and 
Duty ; as likewiſe with the 1 clam@tions and Shouts of the Peo- 
ple, and ſoproceeded to WI » where the Nobility and Gentry re- 
ſorted to Congratulate his retura ; and he ſent to invite the Prince: tos 
It, James. . 

On the 18th. early in the morning, ſome of. the Princes Forces were 
ſent to remove the Guards, and mount him themſelves, upou which the 
King thbught fit to retire to Rocheſter, and accordingly did about 12 of. 
the Clock that morning, going thrgugh-Bridge in a Barge, but had 3 . 
of his Coaches and ſame Troops to wait upon him when he pleaſed to - 
Land 2 And ahont 3 of the Clock the Princes Advance Guards marched - 
throngh the. City ; andthe Prince in a very ſplendid, Equipage, together 
with Marcſchal de Scomberg and his Sons, with a very numerous Train - 
of Noblemen and Gentry, entered the Fown by the way of St. James, *. 
being every where ſaluted with the loud Shouts and Acchamatiaons of the - 
People; and after a ſplendid Entertainment and Repaſt, gav&Order + 
for the placing of the Guards, and'providing neceſſary and convenient 
Quarters for his Troops, and Regiments of Foot, and was for: the moſk - 
part taten upin paying and receiving of Viſits. The ſevett Biſhops have - 
been to wait upon his Highneſs, and had a very favourable Reception, . 
the Bells ringing, and tlie Streets illuminated with Bone-fires for the moſt 
part of the Night : And the ſame day the Common-Cauncil of the City of 
London Aſſembled, and unanimouſly agreed, and ordered that all thKAl- 
dermen of the ſaid City, and their ſeveral Depntics, with two .Common- - 
Council-Men for cach Ward ſhould wait- upon,.and Congratnlate his 
Highneſs the Prince df Orange upon his arrival, atſuch time and place as+ 
his Highneſs fhould appoint them ; and that the two Sheriffs with Mr. . 
Common Serjeant ſhould wait upon him to know his Pleaſure, when he -- 
would be attended by the faid Committee, and actordingly, the 1 gth the -- 
Sheriffs and Common Serjcant attended his Highnefs at his Pallace at-.; 
St. James ;, andAince we have News that. Portſmouth is: yielded, andall... 
the conliderable Towns in England. And by our laſt Advice from Edins - 
borowgh, we had an accouat that th2 Rabble were up in that City,. and bad... 
pulled down'divers Honſes, in oppoſing whomy-many, as.well the Militia - 
a5 others, were ſlain : Divers Gentlemen, as well as Priefts and. Jeſuits,have :: 
been ſ:ized, and nre $-urcd in the ſeveral Goals about Town, &ec. 

Upon tke Kings rezirem2at to Rocheſter, a great Council ofthe Lords,as-+ 
well Spiritual as Temporal, allembled to Confult what was conventent=-4@' + 
be done in ſo Important a Juncture of Affairs, and contderitg It wa#ne-,. 
cellary to.Conyenc a further Council, the better to ſettle the Aﬀairs of the,» 
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Kingdorn, thof. Partiament ew who werE choſen to ſerve in Parliament, 

in the Reign of King Charles were requir=tto meet or aſſemble them- 

ſelves; and accordingly the Pcs an ons meeting at Weſtminſter, 

the Lord Mayor of the City of Londo ether with the Commonalty, 

waited fipon his Highneſs the Prjace of Orange, and having heard his 

Speech, whercia he reſolved to Þrovect the Proteſtant. Religion, and the 

Laws of the Kingdom Eſtablityed, fc. they, upon notice given'to Conſult 

' "as they thought fit for the good of the City, tt. retired to Weſtminſter, 

- where after ſundry Debates it was agfeed, That the Prince ſhould take
